"Taklng a Radical to be an extreme 
reformer of Socialistic or Communis 
tic views, I do not believe that our 
Western civilization Is either ready or 
suited for changes such as the Radicals 
are ■ advocating.

civilization or mentality. Granted that 
wo need reforms, they can be better 
accomplished by the responsible par 
ties hi our country than by tbe Radl 
cals." . 

Edmund CoIIard, law student and .

Histbrical Facts Of Physics 
Basis -Of IVIpdem 
:r Work ^ . •

At yesterday's- meeting of . the : Phy- 
sics - Colloquium, held in the Physics 
Building at 5 p.m.. Dean A,- S. Eve, 
F.R.S.; was the speaker. Since most 
pf the recent lectures have been con 
cernedj iwith modern , work on the 
atoni, orté is apt to overlook the' his- 
torical fac^ of physics, stated Pro- 
.fesspr ,Eve, so it was his purpose ; to 
ispeplcun "Newton's "Principla." 
'' Under, an imposing Latin title, 
whose translation is "The Mathemat- 
ical Principles of Natural Philosophy" 
Sir Isaac Newton, in 1686, published 
his memorable work. The story about 
the apple may have been true, but a 
more interesting argument oh which 
Newton worked, wafi the direction in 
which a body jvould fall to earth, the 
rotation' of the: earth being taken In- 
to account. He affirmed. that it would 
fall ^ towards ithe east, while Hooke 
hotV,.protesïeà"{hat it would fall to- 
wards .the soutti-east. Then Sir Isaac 
declared that ho could "prove" it fell 
hi "eccentric elllptolds," a statement 
which nobody yet has understood! 

Then Edmund Halley, after settUng 
Newton's disputes with Hooke, sug- 
gested that the philosopher write his 
Principla, wtiich HaUey later printed 
at his own expense. This work is 
teaUy. composed of three ,'bOoktf, the 
first containing .tiie,i;iTtraeJ^Lpns''of 
Motion, the second "'tlÊ-î^Motlôii' of 
Bodies, and the thhd, "On the Sys- 
tem of the World."
